The first roller-coaster-type ride was built in St. Petersburg, 
Russia, about 500 years ago. It was called an “ice slide” and 
consisted of a 70-foot-high wooden frame with snow piled on it. 
The snow was packed down and watered. When the water 
froze, it created a slippery surface. People rode down the 
contraption by sitting on large blocks of ice. 





Faster Than a Speeding Tortoise 
LaMarcus Thompson built the first roller coaster in North 
America in 1884. It was located in Coney Island, New York, and 
chugged along ata leisurely six miles per hour. Still, it was a big 
hit. (Some roller coasters today can travel more than 80 miles 
per hour.) 


Scared to Speak 

A man from West Virginia lost his voice during World War Il. For 
five and a half years he was unable to say a word. Then he rode 
the Coney Island Cyclone. When he got off, he said “I feel sick,” 
and could speak from then on. Doctors believed it was the jolt 
of excitement that prompted the sudden return of his voice.

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Cotton candy has been around for more 
than 2,000 years. A modern version was 
introduced as “fairy floss” in 1900 at a circus. 
A man named Thomas Patton heated sugar on a 
spinning hot plate, creating the sweet, cottony concoction. In 
some places, such as Australia, cotton candy is still known as 
fairy floss. In Germany, it’s called “sugar cotton,” and in 
France, it’s known as “father’s beard.” 


STEP 1 


The sugar mixture (sugar, flavoring, and 
coloring) is poured into the “head” of a 
cotton-candy maker. The head is a heated 
cylinder with little holes in it, which spins 
around very fast. It’s located in the center 
of the cotton-candy maker and is sur- 
rounded by a pan that catches the candy. 
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When the sugar mixture is heated, it 
turns into a liquid. Because the head is 
spinning, the liquid is propelled through 
the holes of the head and into the pan. 
When the liquid strings touch the air, 
they solidify, kind of like the web 
Spider-Man shoots from his wrists.

Nickelodeon Magazine: How did you get started as 
a performer’?

Then | took a clown course 
and a mime course and became a street performer.

MW: When | was a street performer, | used to juggle a 
rubber hand, an M&M's candy, and a toilet plunger. | 
would take the rubber hand and say “nanu, nanu” like 
Robin Williams used to do [on the TV show Mork & 
Mindy]. | figured if | did this, somehow it would get 
back to him and | would get to meet him. The very first 
time | performed my act in front of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York 
City, Robin Williams came out of the 
audience. | just freaked out. It was 

incredible. We performed together in the 

street. He came back the following 

week, and we played again. 


NM: Did he give you any advice? 


MW: He introduced me to his manager. They took me 
out to Los Angeles to do a movie and a pilot for a TV 
show. So he was very, very helpful. 


NM: As a kid, who were some of your favorite 
comedians? 


MW: Jerry Lewis was my favorite. | also liked 
Steve Martin, the Smothers Brothers, and Lucy. 
| really enjoy slapstick and physical humor. 


NM: What kind of 12-year-old were you? 


MW: | got into a lot of trouble in school. | was — 
probably a little annoying, but that's what makes | 
me a good comedian. 


NM: What was your favorite subject in school? 


MW: School wasn't a very pleasant experience for me, 
because of my dyslexia. | had to work extra hard. 
[People with dyslexia may have trouble reading, 
spelling, writing, or speaking,] 


NM: Do you have your own Weinerville stage at 
home? How do you practice? 


MW: The big Weinerville stage is down in Florida. In 
my studios in New York, | have a hundred puppet sets, 
like the ones that Dottie lives in. | practice with the 
puppets in front of a mirror. As we get closer to 
shooting something, | practice in front of a video 
camera. 






NM: Do people ever confuse you with Dottie? 


MW: They're confused about how we both 
exist. 


NM: Which one of the puppet characters is 
most like you’? 


MW: Well, Boney is like the nasty side of me. Socko is 
like the tough yet caring side of me. Dottie is my 


female side-she’s the organizer. They're all 


extensions of me. 





NM: Did you ever think about doing 
something other than performing? 


MW: | left show business about five years 
ago for nearly seven months. | went to 
work in my family business, which is 
plumbing supplies. | was in the complaint 
department. All day people would call up 
complaining about their toilets and bath- 
tubs. That's when | realized | belonged in 
show business, so | went back. 


NM: Do you call them hot dogs, franks, wieners, or 
red hots’ 


MW: We call them hot dogs in my family. 


NM: What do you like on hot dogs? 


MW: Mustard, relish, and sauerkraut. | like the kosher 
hot dogs. Nitrite-free hot dogs, too!
